If labor on a farm be kept fully 
employed and moving at a speed 
thet will give maximum production, 
some hope may be entertained for 
profit. With labor not employed to 
the limit, all production will be ab- 
sorbed in maintenance; there will be 
little or nothing in either cash or 
produce that can be called profit. 
The large farm, if well organized as 
a producing business, offers greater 
opportunity of ways and means of 
keeping labor employed to the limit. 
The size of a farm, to be profitable, 
must be determined by its location, 
and the energy and ability of: the 
individual operator. No farm should 
be so small as not to keep the oper- 
ator and his family fully employed, 
using the best tools and power, 
during the entire year. No indivi- 
dual should operate a farm of larger 
size than his managing ability 
warrants, 

A farm business that entails too 
much labor for one man and yet not 
enough for two men is out of bal-. 
ance and not likely to be as profit- 
able as it should be. A farm bust- 
ness just large enough to keep one 
man fully employed, but on which 
the labor of two or three men Is 
being expended, can not be profit-. 
able, since efficient use of labor can 
only be secured by adjusting the in- 
dividual to the farm or the farm 
business to the individual.

LOCATION OF “BLEAK HOUSE” 


Writer in London Times Describes, to 
His Satisfaction, Building !Im- 
mortalized by Dickens. 

The city librarian of St. Alban, Eng- 
land, writes to the London Times as 
follows, and thereby seems to settle a 
literary controversy. “There is no 
mystery,” he says, “about the town 
in, or near, which Bleak house is ‘sit- 
uated. W hy there has ever been any 
controversy is difficult to understand. 
The only question Is the identity of 
the house. It is quite probable there 
never was a building agreeing struc- 
turally with the one described by Dick- 
ens; but there is a house still in ex- 
istence which in the middle of the last 
century corresponded geographically, 
Tt ts situated at the end of Catherine 
street, and from 1815 to about 1893 
was enlled ‘The Daltons’ or ‘Dalton 
house.’ but from the latter date has 
been known as ‘Bleak house.’ This 
house when Dickens wrote his book 
was separated from the town by fields, 
but the land has now been built upon. 
Hren now the abbey tower can be seen

common pigeon, the true dove of Sc. tp- 
ture, Is still abundant, hoth wild and 
tame, throughout the country. 

As a contrast of the “every raven af- 
ter his kind,” the crow tribe of several 


species Is in abundance, and birds of | 


prey, from the great giffon vulture, the 
“eagle” of Scripture, to the sparrow 
hawk, are a feature of the country. 

.In the deep, tropical Jordan yal- 
ley we find a sort of aviary of real 
tropical birds, which found there & 
refuge from the last glacial epoch— 
the lovely little sun bird, or® “Jer- 
icho humming bird,” the land-feeding, 
white-breasted kingfisher and a spe 
cies of the gregarious thrush. 

On the const {s found the great In- 
dian fishing owl, and among the rocks 
of Marsaba the monks have half-tamed 
the orenge-winged blackbird, which fs 
really a starling of African type, as 
mueh out of his latitude as the hyrax. 
One of the birds peculiur to Palestine, 
the pretty little pigmy Moabite spar 
row, which lives in reed beds, is one of 
the rarest birds in the world. 

Reptiles abound, and even the Nile 
crocodile, the levinthan of the Bible, 
lingered long enough to give Tristram 
the chance of obtaining a specimen 
nearly twelve feet long, while in addl- 
tion to the African cobra, we find the 
grass snake among the harmless spe 


L.ecles, and the wicked little horned vi- 


per “ies “fir-wait,as in olden times, to 
bite the heels of the h0rses..., 

As for the fish, they are as whan, 
dant and varied as ever, and It is in- 
teresting to note that the Sen of Gall- 
lee Is still packed with them, and that 
the most common kinds are of an Af- 
rican family, an interesting illustration 
of the scientific interest which unites 
with the religious to make Palestine 
among the most Interesting of all 
countries. 


Custer’s Island. 

The town of Hays, Kan., has a nor 
mal school and a history. The two 
naturally come to mind together, for 
the normal school is built near the site 
of the historical events which made 
Hays famous, and the students of the 
school have taken it upon themselves 
to restore the spot to something of its 
old-time appearance. 

Hays was once Fort Hays, and Gen- 
eral Custer, the famous Indian fight- 
er, was stationed there during the 
building of the first transcontinental 
railroad. His wife accompanied him 
and shared all the hardships of front- 
jer life. A little island in the stream 
which flows past thé fort is known as 
Custer’s island and is especially asso- 
ciated with the name of Elizabeth 
Custer because she nearly lost her 
life there in a flood. One of the offi- 


ers lashed her to a grent log, 80 


that her body might be found after the 
flood was over. 

The engineering class of the Hays 
Normal school has undertaken the 
work of restoring the old fort and 
blockhouse and has already erected 4 
monument to General Custer upon the 
island bearing his name, The cus-| 
tom is for each class to erect some 
monument or restore some landmark | 
to its original appearance. Upon its |

The World's Meat Supply... 

Brazil, China and British’ South 
Africa rose to some prominence 
during the World War as exporters - 
of meat, Brazil especially. From a 
normal export of 1,700,000 pounds — 
of meat from’ Brazil in 1918, and ~ 
1914, the quantity jumped to 90,- 
000,000 pounds in 1916, to 230,000, 
000 pounds in 1927, and to 251,000,- 
000 pounds in 1919, of which 146,- — 
000,000, pounds was beef, 46,000,- — 
000. pounds pork, and 69,000,000 
pounds unidentified meat. ht 

China was exporting yearly 
about 60,000,000 to 65,000,000 
Pounds of beef and pork from 1912 
to 1915. The quantity became 
101,000,000 -pounds in 1917, and 
rose to 148,000,000 pounds in 1919. 
From British South Africa: meat ex

Canadian Tobacco. 


The market for Canadian grown 
white burley has just opened, much 
later than usual, the prices ranging 
from 10 to 15 cents per pound. 
Meanwhile, on the other side of the 
border, American burleys are being 
bought at an average price of 20 
cents per pound, the quality not be- 
ing considered as good as usual, and 
the crop containing a large propor- 
tion of inferior: tobacco, for which 
only a nominal price is being paid 
on‘the warehouse floors, 

Considering the duty of 35 cents 
per pound charged on foreign leaf 
entered for consumption in ey 
our prices seem extraordinarily low 

This is the result of a targe over- 
production, just occurring at a time 
when there is less competition than 
usual on the home market, a relg- 
tive dullness of the trade and lack 
of a sufficiently large forelgn output. 

It is idle to prophesy, especially 
during periods of readjustments, but 
it seéms that the only way to rem- 
edy the present crisis of the Cana- 
dian leaf market is a marked im- 
provement in quality of Canadian 
leaf, a curtailment of the acreage 
in tobacco in 1921and more thorough 
organization among the producers, 
such as the widening and strength- 
ening of the co-operative association 
which is doing such excellent work 
in Ontario. This will enable them 
to grade their crops according to 
recognized standards, will establish 
the real value of their product and 
facilitate its marketing. 

A strong effort is being made with

BEST SPRING WHEAT. 


HAS FINE TRAITS 


“Marquis” Found to Be Biggest 
Yieldcr and Best Rust Resister. 


Marguis wheat, first introduced 
into the United States from Canada 
in 1913, is now more widely grown 
in the northwestern section of that 
country than any other single variety. 
Its popularity is largely due to ils 
characteristics of early maturity and 
short growth of straw which tend to 
rust resistance. A demand for in- 
formation on comparative yields of 
diffetent varieties and their resist- 
ance to disease developed, some years 
ago in the Great Plains area, as a 
réault of decreasing yields of wheat 
and the increasing cost of production 
which make necessary the elimina 
tion of all but the most desirable 
varieties in any particular district, 
In answer to the demand, tests “of 
wheat varieties were made by @ie |. 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, at 
eleven field experiment stations in the 
northern half of the Great Plains 
area, which led to the conclusién that 
Marquis was the leading variety for 
growing in the section. 

In. their search for the most suit- 
able variety of wheat, the United 
States crop specialists secured and 
tested hundreds of foreign and do- 
mestic varieti¢s, In preliminary 
nursery €xperiments many of them 
did not show themselves fitted for 
culture in the semi-arid regions. 
These varieties were rejected, and 
only the more promising ones were 
selected to be grown in plot experi- 
ments, A summary of the annual 
yields ofthe spring wheat varieties 
grown during the seven years, from 
1913 to 1919, shows that in. general, 
the Marquis variety is the highest 
yielding common spring wheat, its 
yields being exceeded only by a 
few of the best varieties of Durum 
wheat. 

Data on rust infection was obtain- 
ed at seven stations. Marquis wheat 
showed an average rust infection of 
17.7 per cent. in twenty observations. 
| Most of the imported commercial 

YEMaties of common spring wheat 
showed @#™higher percentage of rust 
infection than Marquis, though all 
varieties of Durum showed less: rust. 
In milling tests the Marquis wheat 
stood second in order of the spring 
wheats yield of flour to quantity of 
grain, and’ in the baking tests the 
flour from.

Says the Brute Is Both Tender and Af- 
fectionate, Though He Will Hold 
Grudge Against One Who 
Has Abused Him. 

An elephant lives to a great age and 
comes to maturity slowly, ond ts 
not full-grown until from thirty-five 
to forty years old, It is a mistake to 
think an elephant Is clumsy because 
he looks so. In proportion to its size 
nn elephant is: much lighter on. its 
feet than a horse, and can outrun most 
horses for a short distance, and there 
is no one of an elephant’s four feet 
that he cannot strike or kick quickly 
and decurately with, 

An elephant can stand considerable 
cold if be is kept moving. I have taken 
elephants in Bridgeport, fitted. bags 
over their ears and tails and worked 
them up to their -bellies In the snow 
pushing cars by ate, its doing them 
any harm, On the other hand, [lost a 
fine elephant once as a result of ex- 
posure to the cold, writes George Conk- 
lin in the Saturday Evening Post. 

The elephant is the most affection- 
ate of animals and will watch over and 
protect a favorite keeper, and he will 
also hold a grudge against one for 
some time, watching for an opportunity 
to get even with him. But I do not, 
believe those popular stories of eie- 
phants that have remembered being 
cheated by Sstrangers and squirting 
Water over them when they had an 
opportanity.etter the lapse of years. 

An ungy. elepfiitnt,2however, Is a 
dangerous thing, and an “elephant 
keeper who fs rough Is always running 
n risk. Across elephant Is. usuhlly 
made so by the keeper, Some men are 
naturally cruel and are. willing to do 
anything to satisfy their desire to show 
off. This is apt to been fault of new 
men around elephants. I knew of the 
ease of a fellow called Bayon Bill, who 
was with the Jerry Mabie show. An 
elephant put her trunk round his shoul- 
ders, pulled him off his horse and be- 
foré anyone could prevent she put one 
of her feet on his legs, pulled him in 
two and threw the.pleces over her 
back. I have also known many in- 
stances of men being squeezed to death 
between a wall and an elephant’s head 
or under its foot. But from a keeper 
or trainer who treats them properly an 
elephant will accept punishment, and 
when it has given in the man can do 
almost anything with it and the ani- 
mal will not lay it up against him.

Tuberculosis, one of the worst 
scourges of farm animals, thrives in 
damp, dark, jll-ventilated stables, It 
ig jess common among animals run 
ning at large. Light, dry, well-venti- 
lated stables and dry, clean barn- 
yards are essential to the health of 
farm animals. One valuable point in 
eombating contagious diseases, espe- 
cially tuberculosis, is to start the 
herd with animals that are not only 
free from disease,but are of stock 
that is not predisposed to disease. 
As providing an opportunity for 
farmers and stockmen to secure 
breeding stock free from tuber- 
eulosis, the system of testing with a 
view to establishing accredited 
herds, lately adopted in Canada, is 
perhaps the most important step in 
the direction of assuring health in 
eattle herds of the country. Pur- 
chase of stock from accredited herds 
is a wise precaution, but care also 
should be taken to secure stock 
adapted to climatic and local condi- 
tions. Control of the other disease 
sources of animal loss are largely 4 
matter of intefligent and careful 
handling. 

Sporadic and incidental diseases, 
such as disorders of the digestive 
and respiratory tracts, can be 
avoided largely by proper handling 
and feeding. Aside from communi- 
able. diseases, the greatest loss can 
b eed to disorders arising from 
some forifeg abuse of the stomach 
and intestines of-animals. A proper 
balancing of rations Has a material 
influence on the health of live stock. 
Too much of any food element is 
likely to result in digestive disorders, 
thus predisposing the animal to 
disease. 

Parasitic diseases are largely the 
result of improper housing and neg- 
lect. The average farmer cannot be 
expected to have the time and apti-

More Potatoes Than Expected. 

Although disease in the growing 
crop was reported as widespread last 
fall, and fear for the keeping quality 
of the tubers was freely expressed, | 
the fact that the potato yield in 
Canada last year was some eight mil- 
lion bushels heavier than in 1919 is 
beginning to show in the continuing 
drop in price of that important food. 
Not only was the production of pota-~ 
toes last year much greater than in 
the year previous, but the total yield 
of 133,831,400 bushels, as shown in 
the final estimate of the Bureau of 
Statistics, Is even more greatly in 
excess of the average annual yield 
for the five years, 1915-19, which 
was 86,692,620 bushels. 

Since harvest time, when the big 
yield and promise of rot brought 
about a slump, potatoes have been 
holding up in price fairly well until 
a month ago. Retail prices have, in 
fact, been too slow in coming down 
to increase consumption to the ex- 
tent that is desirable, and now that 
the storage season is getting well 
along and potatoes are proving bet- 
ter keepers than was expected, there 
is more of a supply on many ae ;
